Mississippi River Has but 
One Other firidge. of the 
Kind Along Entire 
Length 


M’GREOOR, la., May ’ 2 8 .— T he 
new’ big boat for the east draw of 
the pontoon bridge which spans the 
Mississippi between North McGregor 
and Prairie du Chien was brought 
down the ways Monday and 
set 
afloat on the Mississippi. 
The boat 
has been in course of construction 
on 
th e 
hank of the river for over 
a year. 
It is the biggest pontoon 
ever built in the country and cost 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway company the sum of $75,- 
0 0 0 Three thousand fifty-eight tons 
of lum ber, 175 tons of iron, 6 8 tons 
of creosote, a ton of okum and many 
pounds of other m aterials have been 
used in building It. 
The lum ber has 
all been treated to creosote, soak­ 
ing up about 12 pounds to th e cubic 
foot. 
The boat is 2 1 0 feet long, 58 feet 
wide and seven feet 
eight 
inches 
deep. 
It has been christened 
the 
"Sam J ” in honor of the contractor 
Sam Ingham who has had charge 
of its construction. 
Only one other pontoon bridge re- 
mains on the Mississippi.^ There is 
an interesting history connected with 
the Prairie du Chien-McGregor one. 
In 1857 the first railroad built to 
the Mississippi north 
of 
Dubuque 
was completed between 
Milwaukee 
and Prairie du Chien. 
Prairie du 
Chian imm ediately became the m ar­ 
ket point for all the grain, hogs and 
othar products of northeastern Iowa 
and Minnesota. 
Part were brought 
down by steam er from Minneapolis 
and St. Paul and interm ediate points 
to Prairie du Chian and thare trans- 
farred to the railroad. 
The 
rest 
were taamed to McGregor opposite 
Prairie du Chien and taken across 
tha Mississippi on barges in sum ­ 
mer and on the ice in winter. 
On the building of the first rail­ 
road west of the Mississippi from 
McGregor to Calm ar which w’as later 
exlendad into Minnasota, the amount. 
of produce to he transported from 
Mf(;ragf>r to Prairie du Chien grew 
enormously in hulk.

facilitate 
handling it. John Lawler, agent for 
the Milwaukae, Prairie 
du 
Chien 
railway had barges hiiilt with rail­ 
road tracks extending from end to 
end of them, 
structed on either shore from the 
railroads to tho river.

practice in a recent statement. 
All 
experiences of the past, however bit­ 
ter, have been disregarded by our 
lawr makers when it comes to pro­ 
viding for partial training of those 
young men who will constitute the 
major portion of our army in case 
of war. 
Recruits can be taught to 
march, drill and take pare of them­ 
selves in the field in a comparative­ 
ly short period, but such is not the 
case with the care and effective use 
of the service arm. 
A long step in the right direction 
has been taken by the present con­ 
gress when it enacted 
into 
law, 
through a paragraph in the army ap­ 
propriation bill, authority for the 
war department to issue rifles and 
ammunition free to 
civilian 
rifle 
clubs and school cadet corps. When 
the regular army was re-armed in 
1903 with the so-called new Spring­ 
field rifle, the government had on 
hand, in addition to those turned 
in by the troops, about 300,000 of 
the arm then in use by the army, 
popularly called the “ Krag." 
Al­ 
though the new arm in 
some 
re­ 
spects is superior to the 
old 
one. 
nevertheless the ‘ Krag" has proven 
its ability as an arm of durability 
and accuracy and held the world's 
ret ord for long range team shooting 
up to 1912. 
It Is this rifle that the 
war department proposes to issue to 
clubs and cadet corps under this art. 
The enactment of this legislation 
marks the beginning of a revival of 
the noble sport of marksmanship in 
this country, as it will enable many 
thousands of our young men, who 
could ill afford to dig down in their 
pockets and purchase rifles and am­ 
munition, to devote some portion of 
their time to training in marksman­ 
ship.

He failed to

Mexico took it from him. 
Taken to Cordoba 
The Huerta arm s and amm unition 
were said here to have been taken 
by the federals to Cordoba. 
The Bavaria on Saturday landed 
one million rounds of amm unition, 
many rifles and 3,321 rolls, or th ir­ 
ty miles of barbed wire. according 
to General Funston's advices. 
The Ypiranga 
yesterday landed 
1 5,000,000 rounds of am m unition, 
rifles and 250 rapid fire guns. 
The Bavaria came directly from 
Ham burg and discharged her cargo 
before touching at this port. 
The 
Ypiranga apparently landed her war 
m aterials while acting as a refugee 
ship under charter by the German 
government. 
The arm s and am m uni­ 
tion turned over to H uerta by the 
Ypiranga were the same that pre­ 
cipitated the American seizure of 
Vera Cruz on April 21. 
With Consent of U. S. 
Tt was unofficially reported here 
without confirmation that the Ger­ 
man ships landed the Huerta am ­ 
munition with the consent of the ad­ 
m inistration because the state de­ 
partm ent decided that the conditions 
of mediation did not perm it of inter­ 
ference.
